Nov. 21.—The people 
ot South Hot Springs, a suburb of this 
city, are greatly excited over the supposed 
existence of a hidden treasure in that lo- 
cality. A few days ago a stranger named 
Smith arrived there and gave it out, on the 
quiet, that $222,000 worth of gold bullion was 
buried in the vicinity many years ago by 
his grandfather and a Spaniard while flee- 
ing from the Indians.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 21.—In its 
political aspects the coming session of 
Congress will be a very peculiar as well as 
interesting one, and for the Administra 
tion R promises to be a stormy one. Pres- 
ident Cleveland has “only a handful of 
friends left in either house who belong to 
his own party. Indeed, the faction which 
controls by an overwhelming majority re 
gards him as a traitor to the party, and 
go far as that faction is concerned, his 
recommendations will fall on deaf ears. 

But worse than that is in store. Things 
have changed in the last year. It was ap- 
parent to careful observers a year ago that 
whatever success Pres.dent Cleveland 
might achieve in carrying out any policy 
must depend upon the friendly co-operation 
of the Administration and its party sup- 

rters in Congress with the Republicans,

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—The Journal has 
the following cable from Havana: 
The situation in Cuba to-day is about this: 
Weyler was ordered to the field against 


his protest. This led to a rupture with the | 
home govérnment, but he is now making, 


a campaign of action, the first made since 
the war began. Weyler is following Maceo, 
and reinforcements are daily sent to him 
from Havana. Maceo must meet him in a 
big battle, and upon this battle depends the 
success or defeat of the insurgent move- 


ment. 

It is believed, from every indication, that 
the end of the war is near. Gen. eyler, 
since being forced into the field, has shown 


good generalship, but he has been defeated | 


so far in forcing a fight. He is now mak- 
ing a trocha of Eving men in place of a 
line of forts and guarded posts. 

The news from the so-called Seat of 
War“ amounts to nothing. A big battle 
and one man and five horses killed or 
wounded is the gist of the whole thing. The 
big battle is yet to be fought, and it will 
dec de the ultimate result. 

The insurgents in their treatment of cap- 
tured volunteers. are about as bar 
as the Spantards with captive Cubans, al- 
though captured regulars are shown every 
courtésy usual in war. For instance, Guay- 
mo, a town the Province of Puerto 
Principe, was bes‘eged by the command of 
Calixto Garcia. The rrison consisted of 
about 160 Spanish sold ers, and they were 
assisted. by some citizen volunteers.

Council, published in the Post-Dispatch, 
implicate School Directors Koenig and 
Cudmore in this work.

WHAT WE GIVE AWAY. 

In that volume of the annual report of 
the Missouri Bureau of Labor Statistics 
devoted to systems and methods of tax- 
ation, Commissioner Lee Meriwether 
makes some striking comparisons be- 
tween assessments of real property and 
corporatiom property, That portion of the 
work devoted to the assessment of street 
railway properties of St. Louis, as com- 
pared with St. Louis realty and with 
street railway assessments in other cities 
is partially set out in this issue of the 
Post-Dispatch. Mr. Meriwether’s work 
has been so exhaustive in research that 
it is impossible to follew him in detail 
in the space of one newspaper article. 
The central fact, however, is clearly set 
out under the caption, “Tax Dodgers of 
St. Louis.” 

An important part of Mr. Meriwether’s 
work has been the citation of court de- 
cisions confirming the power of munici- 
palities to tax the earnings of street 
railway corporations, and the collation 
of statistics showing the large revenues 
received by other American cities from 
this source. 

St. Louis is exceptional in the magni- 
tude of the privileges granted and the 
insignificance of the revenues received in 
return. Not only have we failed to ex- 
ercise the just and legal power of exact-

Instead of increasing we are decreasing 
street railway assessments. Mr. Meri- 
wether brings this fact out clearly in 
showing the work of the City Board of 
Equalizatiom in connection with the case 
of the People’s Street Railway, the Presi- 
dent of which was a member of that 
Board at the time assessments were re- 
duced. 

Several interesting questions grow out 
of this report. Most of them will readily 
suggest themselves to the readers. 
One, however, insists upon an im- 
mediate answer. The Labor Com- 
missioner claims to have proved the 
sworn return of one company to be false.

The aro light is the best arti- 
ficial light that has yet beem made a 
commercial success, and what is wanted 
Is not an expensive change to an inferior 
System, but more aro lights and a better 
way of putting them up. 

It is a well-known fact that the incan- 
descent lamp deteriorates greatly after a 
certaim period of use. A fine soot collects 
inside the glass bulb, reducing a thirty- 
two-candle lamp to the grade of one of 
twenty candles or less. Incandescent 
lamps are much more likely to burn out 
without notice and are more liable to 
be injured by storms than the arc lamps. 
The incandeScent lamp is well suited to 
indoor illumination, but is not strong) 
enough in construction for use out of 
doors tn all kinds of weather. 

To properly light St. Louis would re- 
quire scores of incandescent lamps for 
every block. It would be a costly and 
complex system, always liable to get out 
of order. On the business streets the 
contrast between the arc lamps and the 
comparatively weak glow lamps would 
be greater than between gas and oil 
lights. 

What St. Louis needs is plenty of arc 
lamps, with the wires buried and the 
lamps placed upon strong, artistically 
constructed supports at a suitable height.

A MANY-SIDED PROBLEM. 


One of the women attending the Na- 
tional W. C. T. U. Convention, who was 
one of the “slumming” brigade of Mon- 
day and Tuesday nights, expressed sur- 
prise that the police officer who accom- 
panied the “slummers” should have been 
familiar with these resorts. “I cannot 
understand.“ she says, “why, the police, 
being familiar with these haunts of vice, 
do not break them up.” 

It is well for the police to be familiar 
with “these haunts of vice.” It is a part 
of their duty to sequestrate the vicious 
class; to keep them isolated as much as 
possible; to maintain as intact as pas- 
sible the wall that divides them from the 
respectable elements of society. Since 
they cannot extirpate vice they must 
watch it and keep it confined within as 
narrow limits as possible. Otherwise its 
moral leprosy would taint the atmosphere 


able householders in all quarters of the 
city were crying out against an arrange- 
ment which used the police power to 
drive vice out of its old haunts and into 
residence neighborhoods. 

The social evil problem is many sided. 
If when the police “break up” haunts of 
vice that ended the matter, then the 
activity of the police in such work should 
be stimulated in every possible way. But 
it would not end the matter. It would 
simply scatter the seeds of immorality 
and widen the scope of its activities. On 
the other hand, the police cannot remain 
ignorant of the existence of such places, 
because they know by experience that 
vice and crime too often go hand in hand. 

The question is full of difficulties from 
every point of view. Police “raids” have 
never yet succeeded in extirpating vice. 
Yet public opinion, in English-speaking 
countries at least, will not tolerate any- 
thing like police control or regulation, nor 
in fact anything that has the appearance 


of lending legal sanction to the social evil.

STIMULANTS AND NARCOTICS. 

The fatalities that occur so frequently 
from. the use of such narcotics as cocaine 
and opium come as a warning to us that 
we are living too fast. The deaths that 
are reported are merely pointers. How 
many others are perilously near the dan- 
ger point? In how many other American 
cities are there men and women of high 
standing who are within a hair’s breadth 
of taking a step too far in this direction? 

In his quaint denunciation of the uni- 

versal abuse of stimulants, in which he 
advocates “going to church” as a sub- 
stitute, Mr. George Bernard Shaw, the 
London art critic, says: “Strychnine and 
arsenic may be takem as pick-m 8; 
doctors quite understand that ‘tonics’ 
mean drams of ether; chlorodyne, sulpho- 
nal and the like call up Nature’s great 
destroyer, artificial sleep; bromide of 
potassium will reduce the over-sensitive 
man of genius to a condition in which the 
alighting of a wasp on his naked eyéball 
will not make him wink; hasheesh tempts 
the dreamer by the Oriental glamor of 
its reputation; and gin is a cheap sub- 
stitute for all these anodynes. * * * 
Such traditions of the gross old habits 
as have reached me seem to be based on 
the idea of first doing your day’s work 
and then enjoying yourself by getting 
drunk. Nowadays you get drunk to en- 
able you to begin work.“ 
Mr. Shaw gives some further results of 
his observations on drug-taking which are 
worthy the attention of everybody who 
is engaged in arduous and exacting work. 
Of the man who thinks he cannot do 
good work until he has screwed himself 
up with some favorite stimulant he says: 
“He thinks his work better, when he 
is really only more easily satisfied with 
himself. I have not failed to observe that 
all the drugs, from tea to morphia, and 
all the drams, from lager beer to brandy, 
dull the edge of self-criticism and make 
A man content with something less than 
the best work of which he is soberly 
capable.”’ 

Mr. Shaw’s advice to go to church in 
order to get the needful stimulus that 
makes life endurable under the hard con- 
ditions of modern life is not so eccentric 
as it would appear, though Shaw himself 
is an oddity. Read between the lines, hig 
advice means that we should take advan- 
tage of all that is restful and inspiring in 
religion, in art, in music and in Nature. 
By adopting this course we shall find 
our mental and spiritual faculties suffi- 
clently fed without having to resort to 


stimulants or narcotics.

Latest 
Massachusetts insanity statistics show 
that “in 383 instances, or 21 per cent of 
all, the intemperance of the person led 
to his insanity. In very few cases could 
the insanity be traced to the intemper- 
ance of parents; but in 354 cases where 
the facts as to grandparents could he 
learned, 184 cases were found where the 
intemperance of grandparents was con- 
sidered to have led to the insanity of 
the person.“ These are discouraging fiz- 
ures for grandchildren, but may help 
them to guard against the tendency to 
mental disease.

cincts, will not stir the police to pernicious 
activity in arresting the innocent and mak- 
ing a case against them simply to hold their 
jobs. Such a possibility ts suggested by the 
course of the police in arresting one Charles 
Harper for killing Fred Campbell one night 
last week. Witnesses who declared that 
John Johnson did the shooting were told 
that they did not know what they were 
talking about, and the officers of the law 
had just about woven a perfect chain of 
evidence against the luckless Harper; when, 
most inopportunely, Johnson came along and 
accused himself of taking a pop at Mr, 
Campbell. The police laughed him to scorn, 
and they would probably still be gathering 
proofs of Harper's guilt had not the Coroner 
taken a hand in the proceedings. In view of 
the Chief's order and the apparent deter- 
mination of the police to live up to it by 
making arrests, it stands every man in 
hand to carry a good stout alibi on his 


person, day and night. 


As a matter of fact there is more or less 
temptation to the police to “make a case“ 
willy nilly when the threatened alternative 
is the loss of a job. It is a much simpler 
matter than most people suppose for an 
officer to convict a friendless vagrant, or a 
man of bad reputation, even though inno- 
cent. Every frequenter of the Police Court, 
and the Judge on the bench, too, knows 
that there are policemen whose evidence 
must be taken “cum grano saltpetre,” and 
that when they make an improper arrest 
they will bolster up their cage by straining 
the truth rather than admit their error. 


Professional pride will frequently cause a 
detective to endeavor to make a case” 
against a prisoner he has arrested, when he 
is fully aware that he has made a bad 
break, and not only professional pride, but 
the fear of subsequent damage suits, has 
its effect. The late Justice Howell E. Jack- 
son was well up on the human nature of 
detectives, and in his charges to juries in 
the Federal Court when he was a Circuit 
Judge, on the weight they should place 
on the testimony of government de- 
tectives, he was wont to imply that the 
zeal of the officer had been known to cause 
him to crowd the truth a little. His in- 
structions were to attach only such credence 
to the testimony of the detective as the 
corroborative evidence warranted, taking 
into account the testjmony of the defense 
and the fact that on the success or defeat 
of the prosecution to a great extent rested 
the reputation of the arresting officer. Our 
own Judge Murphy, like whom perhaps 
there is no other on earth, goes to the op- 
posite extreme, and refuses to believe that 
a policeman knows how to tell the truth 
under any circumstances whatever. 


There are other law officers besides po- 
licemen who are subjected to like tempta- 
tions to close their ears to evidence which 
might tend to acquit a prisoner. In the 
majority of States the State’s attorney in 
criminal courts ts allowed greater fees for 
conviction than tf an acquittal is obtained. 
The idea is to offer him an inducement to 
exercise the greatest zeal on the State's 
Ddehalf. -Theoretically the law provides that 
every man shall be esteemed innocent until 
proved guilty, Such being the case, should 
not the prosecuting attorney be absolutely 
uninfluenced by any hope of reward or profit 
for convicting the man he is trying? It is 
not to be considered that a prosecuting 
officer would knowingly send an innocent 
man to the gallows for a paltry additional 
fee, but taking the weakness of human 
nature into ‘consideration, is he not likely 
td be biased, unconsciously perhaps, where 
he should be absolutely impartial, when 
both professional reputation and personal 
gain are at stake on the result. 
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After some years of more or less quies- 
cence, Joe Mulhatton, the ‘cheerful Ken- 
tucky Har, has bobbed up again. Col. Mul- 
hatton as a latter day Ananias was in the 
zenith of his fame some fifteen or twenty 
years ago. He had a special weakness for 
gulling newspapers and press correspond- 
ents with the most extraordinary fakes, 
which were sent out broadcast over the 
wires as straight goods.

The Board of Police Commissioners held 
a special executive session yesterday after- 
noon which lasted until late in the evening. 
The objeet of the meeting was to audit care- 
fully the finances of the department in or- 
der that the Commissioners might know 
exactly how close they were running to the 
annual appropriation made for the payment 
of the Police Department. They found that 
they are at present running considerably in 
excess of the amount at their command and 
in consequence they at once began evolving 
plans to extricate them from their dilemma. 

The appropriation provides for the pay- 
ment of 685 patrolmen at the rate of $1,000 
per year. At present there are about 750 
patrolmen and probationary patrolmen car- 
ried on the pay- rolls. It was at first thought 
that the amount derived from the time lost 
by men who were sick or absent on fur- 
loughs would pay the salaries of those not 
provided for by the appropriation. This 
amount has not proven sufficient and the 
result is that the finances of the depart- 
ment have steadily been running behind. 
The fiscal year of the department ends 
‘April 1, 1897. 

All of the Commissioners agreed that 
something must be done at once to pull 
them out of the hole. The terms of office 
of both Commissioners Lee and Kelly expire 
the first of the year and they consider it 
their duty to have the matter straightened

Feeling that the suffering following the 
iornado will increase the number of appli- 
tants for free treatment in hospitals, the 
jommittee has made arrangements for a 
popular subscription. Ten thousand ap- 
als are to be issued through the mails. 
‘hey will set forth in brief the objects of 
the collections and why it is that more 
money will be needed this year than last, 
when about one-third the total expenditure 
n free hospital work was raised by the as, 
ociation. Fach recipient is asked to remit 
cents or more to the treasurer by return 
mail. It is designed tat each contributor 
to this popular fund shall designate the 
wade or calling to which he belongs, so that 
broper credit may be given. 
This work is entirely independent of the 
‘eguiar trades collections which last year 
realized about 60 per cent of the total sum 
tontr. buted. One hundred and fifty com- 
mittees have been appointed to canvass 
the different trades and professions. These 
wmmittees are expected to make a canvass 
sext Saturday and send in their returns to 
freasurer Walker Hill, within a week of 
mat day. ' 
In addition to these committees, special 
omm ttees have been appointed for the 
re buildings and it is thought that the 
tystem is so thorough that no one can be 
pverlooked. It is specially desired, however, 
Mat those who are not approached, make 
jubscriptions direct. Every dollar sub- 
pcribed goes to supporting sick poor. Where 
the subscr ption exceeds $10 the right to 
1 a sick patient to any hospital at 
he rate of $1 per day of the amount sub- 
scribed is granted. Contributors may, if 
they desire, designate to what special hos- 
— they desire their subscriptions to go. 
therwise the distribution is made on an 
ultable basis among all Hospitals belong- 
ng to the association. In order to secure 
membersh p., a hospital has simply to make 
certain returns, showing the amount of 
free work done and the expenditure thereon. 
The Distributing Committee consists of 
the Mayor, Postmaster, the President of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, the President of 
he Council and Messrs. W. M. Senter, 
arcus Bernheimer and L. D. Dozier. Last 
ear of the total subscription, $162 was 
esignated for St. Luke’s Hospital, $138 for 
the Protestant Hospital, $32 for the Chill 
dren's Free Hospital, and 50 cents for the 
Good Samaritan's ospltal.

ism, but he accepted the doctrine in the 
later years of his life and went about 
the country preaching it. Hence I do not 
think that the members of Plymouth 
Church are inclined to rise up against Dr. 
Abbott.” 

“He couldn’t be disciplined by any gen- 
eral authority in congregationalism as 
was Dr. Briggs by the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church?” 

„No, he could not. Whoever is accepta- 
ble to the members of a congregational 
church can preach any doctrine that he 
desires. But it sometimes happens that the 
associations of the congregational church 
—2 oy 2 — a minister who 
m e iity of gross heresy. 

In the sermon which Dr. Brookes has 
criticised, Dr. Abbott said that many peo- 
ple “read the Bible with a mistaken rever- 
ence.” It. was not a “letter from God, 
Dr. Abbott.declared, but a literal transla- 
tion of treatises on history, fiction, the 
drama and poetry. Dr. Abbott said that 
history may be divided into three classes— 
epic, philosophical and factual. He cited 
Freeman as a factual h'storan. Macu ay 
as a philosophical historian and Froude as 
an epic historian. 

The pastor of Plymouth held that ancient 
historians did not devote nearly as much 
time to getting at facts as does a modern 
newspaper reporter in working up a story. 
The ancients retold legends in order to il- 
lustrate types of character. 

Dr. Abbott reverted to the Bible after 
thus giving his views on general ancient 
history and said that the first book of the 
Bible, Genesis, was epic history. He de- 
clared that the opening chapter is a psalm 
of praise to the God of Creation and that 
scholars believe Genesis to be the work of 
three narrators. He maintained that the 
stories in Genesis are traceable to older lit- 
erature and existed long before the time of 
Moses. 

„„An infallible book,“ said Dr. Abbott, “is 
an impossible conception. It implies that 
the original writer infallibly understood 
God; that the language in which he wrote 
is an infallible medium of communication; 
that his manuscript was 
served; that it had been Seg ey! trans- 
lated, and that it can by us be infallibly un- 
derstood. None of these things is true, cer- 
tainly all of them are not. The Bible no- 
where claims for itself infallibility, and it 
is wise for us not to claim for it what it 
does not claim for itself.“ 

Dr. Abbott, in reply to the question, 
“Could a teacher teach these so-called ‘le- 
ends’ to children and palm them off as 

ospel truth?“ said: “I would teach the 
Old Testament stories to children exactly 
in the spirtt in which they were written, 
that is, for the purpose of conveying the 
moral lesson which they contain. I would 
not raise any question respecting the his- 
torical or scientific accuracy of the narra- 
tive, but when the child raised the question 
I would answer it with absolute candor.”’

School Board’s Head Not Pleased by 
the Low Wage Scandal Unearthed 
by the Post-Dispatch. 


President Henry Bus of the School Board 
was asked by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday what action he intended to take 
in regard to the charges against Director 
Koenig, Contractor Alex Waters and Con- 
tractor John Cudmore. a 

The charge that Waters has collected 
from the board at the rate of 40 cents an 
hour for men he paid but 20 and 25 cents 
an hour, Director Koenig conniving at it, 
and that Contractor Cudmore has done the 
same thing, has created such a stir that it 
was expected some action would be taken 
by the board. 

Union labor circles are 
wrought up over the matter. 

“If any contractor has paid his men less 
than union wages, was President Bus’ re- 
ply to the question, “the will get no more 
contracts from the board.“ 

“What about the charge that Director 
Koenig connived at Waters’ methods? 

“Well, I have talked with both Koenig 
and Waters about this. Koenig says there 
is nothing in it. He says that this man 
Huelsmann’s wife was janitress at the 
schoo] down there, and the people insisted 


upon her being removed because her hus- 
band was an able-bodied man, and her place 
given to the wife of a blind man. He says 
when this was done, Huelsmann came to 
him and asked him to give him a job, see- 
ing that his wife had lost her position, 
Then he gave Huelsmann a note to Waters, 
asking that Waters give him a job if he 
could. He says he did not write Waters 
to pay Huelsmann 20 cents an hour, or any 
other wages, as Huelsmann charges. Wa- 
ters tells me he paid Huelsmann all he was 
worth.“ 

„But Huelsmann's wife was not dis- 
charged until Oct. 5, and Huelsmann 
makes oath that he went to work in July 
for Waters on the strength of the note from 
Koenig putting his wages at 20 cents an 
hour.“ 

„Well, they knew then probably that 
Huelsmann’s wife was to be let out. 

“Do you not think it is due the public, 
the board and union labor that this matter 
be officially acted upon?“ 

“The Building Committee will no doubt 
take it up. It has to do with such things 
and if contractors are paying their men 
less than union wages and less than they 
collect for them from the board, the Build- 
ing Committee will take action. 

“But you know as well as any one that 
the majority on —ç Building Committee 
is friendly to Koenig.“ 

“Well, i don't know about that. I know 
that if anything wrong is going on che 
Building Committee will put a stop to it. 
The committee yesterday afternoon threw 
out a lot of work in order to economize. 
This board is doing the best it can under 
very unfavorable circumstances. It was 
left $61,000 in debt by the last board and 
had to pay that off among the first things. 
Then along came the tornado and that hit 
us a terrible blow. The day after I drove 
around to all the schools with the architect 
to see what damage was done. It looked to 
me as if it would take $160,000 to cover it 
and the architect remarked to me that the 
damage would bankrupt the board. 
have had to economize. 
ing nothing done that is not absolutely 
necessary. It is my aim to have the schools 
in ship-shape order next ‘year, the new 
schools built, not on an elaborate scale, but 
substantially. I want to make a clean 
record.“ 

“But you know as well as anyone else 
that there are men on the board who are 
not in sympathy with such an aim, but are 
after all they can get?“ . 

“Yes, I know,” assented Mr. Bus, but 
these men will be held down. They are be- 
ing held down now.“ . 

“When will the Building Committee com- 
mence to hold down such things as are 
charged against Koenig and Waters? Will 
they undertake an official investigation vol- 
untarily or will you order them to do it?“ 

“They will take it up when charges are 
filed with them. Let Huelsmann make his 
charges before the committee and they will 
be acted upon.“ 

hen you do not consider that the board 
itself should take any action in regard to 


“No. He is a member of the Building 
Committee, which has charge of all that 
work. And I'll say right here, that in 
future all our contracts will have a clause 
requiring contractors to employ only union 
men and pay them only union wages. 
There are contractors who do not employ 
union men.” 

“Such as Alex. Waters and John Cud- 
more?“ 

“T don’t know about them. But as I was 
saying, there are such contractors, and they 
will have to take in union men. If we find 
any contractor violating the union clause of 
the contract they will get no more school 
work. at is, unless they promise never 
to do it again. The Board is sometimes 
forgiving, you know.” 

Especlally where the contractor happens 
to be a brother or brother-in-law to a 
School Director, is it not?’’ 

“NS. You are wrong there.“ 

“Is the charge againet Director Koenig 
to be ignored unless the Building Commit- 
tee sees fit to take it up?’’

Certain Directors who were ignorant of 
the manner in which contractors are al- 
leged to be working both the carpenters 
and the board to their own profit, until the 
Post-Digpatch exposed the matter, are in- 
dign t the condition of affairs appar- 
ently existing. It is understood that un 
less some indication is given that offic 
notice will be taken of the charges, these 
directors will call a special meeting of the 
board next week to insist upon action be. 
ing taken. 

Director W. H. McClain said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter on the subject: 

“T have read these statements in the Post- 
Dispatch. The board cannot afford to ig- 
nore them. I did not know of the matter 
until it was printed in the Post-Dispatch 
and it came as a decided surprise. hold 
that the board should tgnore charges made 
on hearsay evidence, but these charges are 
backed by an affidavit. I do not see how 
we can ignore them. I am in favor of get- 
ting to the bottom of the matter. A commit- 
tee should be appointed to investigate or 
some other means employed to establish 
the correctness or incorrectness of the 
charges, and, if proven, to take such steps 
as are proper.

A NOBLE BATTLE FOUGHT IN THE 


THIRTY THOUSAND SPECTATORS 


The Final Score Was 24 to 6 for the 
Tigers—How the Game Was 
Played—Harvard’s Defeat. 


MANHATTAN FIELD, NEW YORK, 
Nov. 21.—The hours between 2 and 5 o’clock 
of this afternoon must go down to poster- 
ity as memorable in the annals of foot ball. 
Two of the great rival factions in American 
college life, Yale and Princeton, had each 
selected eleven men to do royal battle on 
the gridiron. Each did glorious work and 
won great honors, but the sons of “Old 
Nassau” defeated their antagonists by 4 
score of 24 to 6 amid wild cheers. 


That best of all favorable foot bal grouds, 
the Manhattan field, famous as the meeting 
place of the rival colleges for several suc- 
cessive years, was taxed to its utmost 
capacity by the eager thousands who were 
willing to sit in a drizzl ng rain and pene- 
trating atmosphere three full hours 
to witness the greatest sporting event of 
the year. f 

The gates were thrown open at about 
noon and from that time unti! lo 
game had started the crowds poured into 
the inclosure from the elevated railroad 
trains and horse cars. 

The fair sex turned out in large numbers 
and society belles dressed In pretty sweater 
costumes sat beside brothers, fathers or 
beaux and never uttering a word of com- 
plaint dur eng the long dreary drizzle and 
adding much to the beauty and enthusiasm 
of the scene. The great viaduct over One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth street was crowd- 
ed with “Dead-heads” long before noon, and 
“Coogan’s roost,” west of Manhattan Field 
inclosure, also contained several thousand 
of those who could not afford the price of 
admission. ° 

Preparatory to the appearance of the 
comtestants upon the grid.ron, the rival 
factions engaged in singing songs in honor 
of the players, and in shouting the various 
college yells. Finally there was a m men- 
tary hush, and then to the northeast corner 
of the field a sound, as of a distant storm 
in the forest was heard, which gradual y 
increased, spreading around the four s des 
of the grid.ron field, unt.) it attained the 
mighty roar of a tornado—the Yale kickers 
had made their appearance. Briskly they 
trotted on to the field and tested their 
sturdy muscles in a few moments of pre- 
Lminary pract'ce. 

Princeton followed her rival a minute or 
two later and was also greeted with a stir- 
ring round of applause. 

It was just 2:10 when the coin tossed by 
Umpire Paul Dashiel of Lehigh, fell in 
Yale’s favor. Capt. Murphy chose the east 
goal, giving the Tigers the kick-off. From 
that moment the two teams, as they lined 
up in scrimmage or followed the ball in 
its progress up and down the field, became 
the focal point towards which 36,000 pairs 
of eyes were directed. 

For the first time since 1893, and for the 
fourth time since 1883, a representative 
team from the Tigers’ College defeated the 
sons of Eli to-day. The score was 24 to 
6, and when it has been added that Tale's 
six points were scored on a fluke, the story 
has been told, for never from the beginning 
of the game till the end were the men from 
New Haven able to cope with their sturdy 
antagonists. 

The Yale eleven was clearly out-played 
on every point of foot ball; they dd not 
kick as well, push as wtll, nor run as 
well as the Tigers, and in their defensive 
play weakness was their principal feature. 

On the other hand the members of the 
Princeton tearm never for an instant stopped 
playing the hard game with which they com- 
mene. - 

Bannard and Kelly and Baird were sent 
repeatedly into the Tale line for gains of 
from two to fifteen yards. Baird clearly 
out-punted any kicker on the Yale team, 
and Capt. Cochran’s tackling was by far 
the best that has been seen here for many 
a day. Church also did great work and 
made several long gains through the Une 
in the turtle-back wedge, which has made 
Princeton famous during the present sea- 
son. The only faulty point in Princeton’s 
playing was the failure of Baird to kick 
three easy goals. In view of h's other mag- 
nificent work, these failures can hardly be 
accounted for, inasmuch as the ball was 
fairly between the goal posts for the tries. 

Smith, the Princeton quarter-back, made 
a phenomenal run, making sixty clear yards 
through the entire Yale team. Soon after 
he had passed all the Yale players Rodgers 
overtook him and threw him. Another beau- 
tiful run was made by Mills, who was sub- 
stituted for Hine mim Yale’s make-up. Im- 
mediately after he went into the game he 
plunged through the Princeton's center and 
made thirty yerds before he was finally 
downed. This was the only time during the 
game that Princeton’s line was forced for 
any considerable gain. 

The first touchdown was scored by Yale, 
Baird attempting to punt down the field 
but the kick was blocked by Chadwick and 
the ball was forced back behind the Prince- 
ton goal line, and Chamberlain and Bass 
dove for.it at the same instant. Bass 
captured it and Hinckey kicked the goal. 

Baird scored Princeton’s first touchdown 
and Kelly got the second. The third touch- 
down was made by Hillebrand on Ban- 
nards fumble. The two last touchdowns 
of the game were made by Bannard and 
Wheeler, respectively, in easy fashion, the 
ball having been pushed to within a few 
inches of a touchdown and then simply

their line received from the heavy weights 
on the Pennsylvania team began to tell be- 
fore the first half was finished and many a 
delay was occasioned by a crimson warrior 
being stretched upon the grass. For a ume 
“the faithful’ who were urging their crim- 
son-legged team on to greater efforts seem- 
ed to falter, but the cheer was taken up 
by the red and blue folowers. Thousands 
of Pennsylvanians, shouted for their crimson 
rivals, not because they hoped to see them 
win the contest. but because of the plucky 
fight they were putting up in the face of 
overwhelmirg odds. 

The crimson eleven had gone into the bat- 
tle with some of their best men in a cri 
pled condition, they had fought their 3 
in the carly stages of the game and no 
they were slowly but. surely being driven 
back to almost certain defeat. It was piti- 
able to hear Capt. Wrightington calling up- 
on his men to “Hold them, boys,” “Break 
it up,“ and like expressions. : 

The line would hold for two, or possibly 
three downs. Then the red and blue would 
gain their distance and it was but a repeti- 
tion of the previous disaster. 

Harvard’s lines stood the battering-ram 
process of Pennsylvania for the first halt, 
and it was in this hal that the crimson 
made their only touch-down. But in the 
second half the physical condition of the 
red and blue began to assert itself, and one 
by one were the Harvard cripples. carried 
from the field. 

The first to succumb was Johnny Dun- 
lop, who was relieved by Livermore, then 
Frank Shaw got mixed up in a scrimmage 
and Doucette was called on at center. 4 
few minutes later Wheeler and Brown 
were both injured and their respective 
places were filled by Swain and Dibble. 
Wheeler and Brown did not leave the game 
until just before time was called. In their 
weakened condition the crimson was no 
match for their opponents and struggle as 
they would, they could not stop the mass 
plays directed at their line. 

The Pennsylvania team, as a whole, de- 
serves universal praise, and but little cen- 
sure. Every player was a star, and kt was 
the hearty co-operation which made Penn- 
sylvania’s onslaught on the crimson line 
so damaging and their defense so marvel- 
ous 

There was very little end skirting, Har- 
vard's ends being too quick, but Minds, 
Woodruff, Wharton, Farrar and Uffenheim- 
er did some of the prettiest line bucking 
ever seen on a gridiron field. The only dark 
spot on the bright surface was Woodruff’s 
disastrous fumble when Pennsylvania had 
the ball on Harvard’s five-yard line, but on 
the next line-up, Gilbert forced Wrighting- 
ton to make a safety. Weeks, too, must 
not be overlooked in the matter of praise, 
for the success of the brilliant dashes into 
line was due in a great measure to his quick 
and accurate passing end his excellent 


| judgment. 


For Harvard, Cabot, Moulton, Haughton, 
Dunlop and Wrightington were the bright 
particular stars. The two latter were the 
best ground-gainers for the crimson and 
Dunlop was directly responsible for Har- 
vard’s only touch-down. Pennsylvania got 
the ball on her 40-yard line and Minds tried 
to punt it into Harvard’s territory, but in- 
stead punted direct into the crimson une. 
Dunlop was through like a flash and carried 
the ball down to within a few feet of the 
coveted goal, On the next line Bouve Was 
pushed through the center for a touch- 
down. 

Each team was penalized twice for off- 
side plays, and once Pennsylvania suffered 
foul interference, but outside of this the 
game iS a grand one to look at, and one 
that “enthused’’ the old foot ball e 
and the youngsters. 

The one disagreeable feature of the game 
was a long wrangle over the referee's 
cision in calling Minds back te Harvard's 
40-yard line after he had skirted tne Har- 
vard left end for a 50-yard run and a touch- 
down.

Would Not Talk for Publication and 
Did Not Act as Though 
Worried. 

Maud Lewis departed from St. Louis last 
night to take up her re sidence in Jefferson 

City. 

The leaving was not of her own volition, 
but came about through the death of State 
Senator Peter R. Morrissey at 2719 Wash 


| ot reet on the morning of May 29, 1895. 


A jury decided that the hand of Maud 
Lewis fired the bullet that ended Morris- 


sey’s life. 

Her attorneys put up a tripie defense. 
First, that Maud Lewis did mot kill Mor- 
rissey; second, that if she did kill him 
she was insane at the time the deed was 


committd; third, that Alport Andrews, the 
alleged husband of the woman, was the 
murderer, he having made a dope-inspirea 
“confession” to that effect. 

The jury pigeon-holed Mr. Andrews’ 
wordy statement, refused to consider the 
insanity plea, because it was not presented 
properly, and found Maud Lewis guilty of 
murder in the second degree in October, 
1895. Her punishment was assessed at fif- 
‘teen years in the penitentiary. 

An appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court. st Friday, as already related in 
the Post-Dispatch, that tribunal handed 
down an opinion sustaining the verdict ren- 
dered in Criminal Court No. 1 of St. Louis. 

Hence the removal of Maud Lewis from 
her little flat on Madison street to the in- 
side walls of the penitentiary at Jefferson 


City. 

She had been at liberty under a bond of 
$5,000 for about a year, and when word of 
the decision reached St. Louis the condemn- 
ed woman could not be found. Her friends 
appeared to know nothing of her where- 
abouts, and the police were bordering on 
delirium. 

But at the critical moment Maud Lewis 
bobbed up serenely, and the members of 
the Police Department fell on her neck as 
one man and wept. 

They thought she had gone the way of 
Noble Shepard and other impulsive and 
erring gentlemen who have stained their 
hands with human gore.

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A Sr. LOUIS BOY IS NOW HELD 
FOR THE GHASTLY CRIME. 


CAUGHT AT HIS OLD HOME. 


Steinhoff Will Be Taken to Chicago 
to Answer to the Dreadful 
Accusation. 


Bert Steinhoff, wanted in Chicago for 
the murder of his young wife, was arrested 
yesterday morning at the home of his 
mother, 2009 North Fifteenth street, by 
Special Officers Dooling and Coppinger, of 
the new Fifth District Station, under or- 
ders from Chief of Detectives Desmond. 

A telegram to Chief Desmond Friday 
night from the Chicago police said that in- 
formation had been received that Stein- 
hoff was visiting his mother and re- 
quested his arrest if he could be found. 

After being incarcerated in a cell at the. 
Fifth District Station for an hour, Stein- 
hofft confessed to another crime than 
that of killing his wife. He admitted his 
guilt of breaking into a barber shop a year 
and a half ago. 

Steinhoff is 22 years old. He began 
work in this city when 17 yéars old as a 
stenographer and was employed as such 


at different times by some of the larger 
mercantile firms of the city. 

In. January of 1895 he lost his employ- 
ment and began to associate with bad com- 
panlons. 

The night of March 24, 1895, he entered 
the barber shop conducted by Fred Haller 
at 2825 Kossuth avenue by forcing open the 
rear door. From there he stole a lot of 
razors and barbers’ tools, which he sold 
the next day at a secondhand store. 

The detectives traced the crime to him, 
and a few hours before he was to have 
been arrested he left the city. 

According to his statement he went to 
Chicago and obtained employment as a 
stenographer and bookkeeper for an ice 
manufacturing company. 

Working with him in the office was a 
young lady clerk who had charge of the 
correspondence. They took a liking to 
— other which grew to an affection on 

er rt. 

On her birthday, in August, he presented 
her with a bicycle and purchased one for 
himself. 

After a courtship on wheels and in the 
office they were married at the home of 
ae parents, in West Polk street, Oct. 21, 

They rented a flat on Cottage Grove 
avenue and the bride’s father furnished it, 
besides giving his daughter five $100 bills, 
which he said might be used in case of an 
emergency. 

The first week in 1896 Steinhoff lost his 
position. His wifé surrendered hers a week 
before the marriage. He looked about the 
city for work, but was unsuccessful. 

The evening of Feb. 17, 1896, the mother 
of the young wife called at the Cottage 
Grove avenue flat. The door was open and 
she entered without rapping. On the bed 
in the sleeping apartment she found her 
daughter, dead, her throat cut from ear 
to ear, and the bed clothing saturated with 
her blood. Evidently she had been killed 
the night before, for the blood had dried 
and the wound was black. 

The mother was prostrated by the sight. 
Her screams attracted a neighbor and the 
alarm was given. 

Upon a careful investigation made by the 
police of the Hyde Park Station it was 
found that the five $100 bills, which the 
young wife had always carried in a bag in 
the top of her stocking, were missing. A 
gold watch owned by Mrs. Steinhoff was 
also missing. 

The stocking, which had evidently con- 
tained the money, was pulled down below 
the knee, indicating th t the robber had 
quickly taken the mone, without replacing 
the stocking, and after gathering the other 
valuables left ee naman 0 hastily that the 
front door was not closed. 

Steinhoff had disappeared. The last 
seen of him was when he entered the house 
at 6 p. m. of February 17. He was then 
seen to enter by the woman living next 
door. An old man, who kept a cigar store 
across the street, said that he had seen 
Steinhoff and his wife engaged in a 
quarrel at 8 p. m. He had been able to 
look through the windows across the street 
into the lighted room and saw the ir evi- 
dently engaged in a lively quarrel. This 
cigar man said that the lights were put 
out and the house was darkened soon aft- 
er he witnessed the quarrel. He saw no 
one leave the house. 

But the most conclusive evidence that 
Steinhoff was guilty of wife-murder was 
the finding of a bloody knife in the bed. 
An officer in the ice company testified that 
he had presented that knift to Steinhoff 
several months before. There were no 
traces as to where Steinhoff had gone. 
He dropped completely out of sight. The 
home of his mother, here in St. Louis, was 
watched by local detectives, but Steinhoff 
did not come this way. 

After a while the crime was forgotten 
and the search for Steinhoff was relaxed. 

Wednesday he came to St. Louis to visit 
his mother. He intended remaining here 
but a few days. Before he thought of leay- 
ing he was arrested. 

He was seen yesterday by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter in his cell, but refused to say any- 
thing about the charge of murder. He was 
willing, however, to discuss the charge of 
burglary and admitted his It. 

The Chicago Police have been advised of 
his arrest. A detective is expected to ar- 
rive Sunday or Monday and return to Chi- 
cago with Steinhoff.

John A. Campbell, who wandered away 
from his home at 3019 Dickson street Fri- 
day, was found wandering about the streets 
yesterday afternoon. He was taken to the 
City Hospital and detained there until his 
son, C. W. Campbell, went after him and 
took him home. 

Mr. Campbell, who is 80 years old, could 
give no account of himseif when found. 
He said that he got in a neighborhood where 
the buildings were so big he could not see 
the houses. 

The old gentleman is very well known 
in St. Louls.

SILVER AND WHEAT. 


Moreton Frewen Explains Their Re- 
lation in India and Also Talks 
on Mexican Dollars. 


— 0 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Moreton Frew- 
en, the well-known English bimetallist, is 
in town, the guest of Senator Cameron. In 
answer to inquiries as to the relation be- 
tween a famine in India and cheaper sil- 
ver, Mr. Frewen said: 

“If India has plenty of produce to ex- 
port—wheat, cotton, jute and other things— 
the balance of trade is favorable, so that 
India is a large customer for her money 
metal, silver. As matters stand, however, 


India is importing wheat, and, therefore, 
exporting silver to pay for the wheat. If 
the famine is serious, as I fear, it may af- 
fect the exchanges, not only with India, 
but with China and Japan, the cheaper 
rates for silver greatly stimulating the 
exports of both these countries.” 

hen Mr. Frewen's opinion of the pro- 
osal of the Kansas Populist Legislature to 
egalize the Mexican silver dollar was ask- 
ed, he said: 
Without attempting to make Mexican 
dollars legal tender, have sometimes 
thought that if your twenty-two silver 
States chose to make the Mexican dol- 
lar current within their States, by general 
consent, such a silver currency might be 
very useful. If the State Legislatures in 
States occupied by nate thirty million 
of your people said We will take our local 
revenues, and will also pay our employes 
at the rate of three Mexican dollars for 
two standard dollars,“ then if the bime- 
allism theory is correct, the ratio of Mex- 
ican dollars to standard dollars to-day as 
two to one might probably rise to three 
to two.“ 


STREET CAR SMASHED. 


It Was Struck by a Freight Train and 
Several Persons Were

Marcellus Walker, another passenger, was 
badly bruised and cut and injured inter- 
nally. 

Wallace Wilson, driver of the street car, 
was thrown about twenty feet and hurt 
about the hips and back. 

Conductor Burks of the freight train was 
in the caboose when it turned over, and 
was cut on the head. 

An eye-witness says that the employes of 
the railroad were not to blame for the 
accident, but that the street car driver 
pensisted in trying to drive across tif track 
in spite of the warnings of bystanders.

FRENCH MINISTER QUERIED 
ABOUT THE FOREIGN POLICY. * 


ALLIANCE WITH RUSSIA. 


Its Existence Was Freely Admitted, 
but No New Light Was 
Thrown Upon It. 


PARIS, Nov. 21.—M. Miller, a Socialist 
Deputy in the Chamber of Deputies to-day 
questioned the Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
M. Hanotaux, as to whether a convention 
between France and Russia actually ex- 
isted and if such was the case, what were 
its main lines. 

In the course of a long reply on the sub- 
ject, M. Hanotaux said: 

“I am asked to-day to give explanations 
of our policy which were rot asked of my 
precursors, and I can only reply that what 


can or ought to be said publidy thereon 
has already been said in measured, con- 


certed, precise terms by the Czar and the 


President at Cherbourg before the naval 
officers, at Paris before the representatives 
of the Government and the nation at Cha- 
tons before the chief officers. 

The nature of my functions and superior 
considerations which the Chamber will un- 
derstand impose upon me the duty to add 
nothing on the subject of the entente, which 
nobody dreams of denying or doubting.”

Developments in the Investigation ot 
the Murder of His Mother 
and Sister. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 
_ LIBERTY, Mo., Nov. 21.—Slowly evidence 
of a damaging character is being placed 
against young Foley, who s suspected of 
having murdered his mother and sister. 
When the pond between the Foley home 
and the barn was dragged to-day three 
pocket-books, the missing legging and the 


sleeping when aroused to meet death were 
drawn forth and turned over to the Cor- 
oner, The pond is only about forty by 
seventy feet. 

Officers appear to think that the things 
taken from the pond more clearly fasten 
the double crime on Foley, but they won't 
say why. All of the testimony, except that 
of William Foley, had been heard at the 
inquest when adjournment was taken for 
supper. A night session was set for his 
examination. 

Foley ate supper at the home of his uncle, 
Henry C. Foley, and immediately after- 
wards was taken to the court-room, where 
the inquest is being held. 

About two weeks ago Foley bought a very 
wild horse from a farmer in the eastern 
part of the county. The man he got it from 
had sold it, but Foley told the farmer that 
if he would get the horse back he would 
buy it from him at an advanced price. 

It is the opinion of some that if Foley 
is guilty he had the murder in mind then, 
and that he wanted the horse for the pur- 
pose of turning it loose on the road to 
make it appear that some one had ridden it 
and left it, and that the animal had re- 
turned to the place where it was reared. 
This horse was found bridled and saddled 
near the Foley home. 

Wm. Foley just after he signed his second 
sworn statement before the jury to-night, 
said: 

“Gentlemen, I know not who has been 
here nor what has been testified to against 
me. Acknowledge circumstances are large- 
ly against me. There are about fifty min- 
utes of time that I cannot explain except 
by my own testimony. Although I am inno- 
cent I know the jurymen are all gentlemen 
and will do their duty.“ 

The Coroner’s jury concluded its labors 
about 11 o’clock to-night and recommended 
that William Foley, the son and brother 
of the murdered women, be held to answer 
for their murder. Justice of the Peace Law- 
son idsued a warrant for Foley’s arrest. 
Foley was in the Sheriff’s office at the 
time he was arrested. 

Arter Foley had been arrested he was 
taken out of town by the officers to pre- 
vent any possible attempts of a mob to 
get him.

Horse and Man—The Fastest. - 
Age of All. 


An interesting comparison, suggested by 
the wonderful speed shown by wheelmen 


/ during the summer just- ended is the speed 


of the horse and the speed of man. 

Such a comparison would hove been amus- 
ing if made ten years ago, but to-day it is 
a subject worthy to be considered. 

The runner has long been the idol of 
the human race, and thousands for cen- 


turies have gathered to watch the gallant 
animals struggle and strain and strive for 
victory. Kings have had their favorite 
horses; and from Pegasus, the winged horse 
of Bellerophon, who carried his master so 
bravely in his fight with the Chimaera; 
from Bucephalus, the charger of Alexander, 


to the gallant black steed that carried 


Sheridan for twenty miles to battle and 
to victory, the horse has been worshipped 
and sung about. 

But to-day the thoroughbred is not the 
The trotter, descendant 
of the great Hambletonian 10, has pushed 
to the front and thousands gather to see 
the leading racers at this gait. Even the 
pacer, despised a few Years ago, now 
stands with the runner and trotter. By 
speed and gameness,. qualities always ad- 
mired and loved, the side wheeler has come 
to be one of the racers of the world and one 
of the idols of the public. 

For more than twenty cefituries the run- 
ner has reigned, and to-day the éat Sal- 
vator, 1:354¢, stands as the king of speed. A 
worthy queen, Sweet Little Alix, holds the 
trotting scepter, while John R. Gentry, the 
most perfectly formed horse at either the 
trotting or pacing gait, is the reigning 
pacer.

Comparisons Between St. Louis and Other Cities— 
The Value of Our Street Railway Franchises 
~ Disparity*Between Real and Cor- 
porate Assessments. 


It is a significant fact that those who 
object most strongly to the payment of an 
income tax are those who object to the pay- 
ment of any other form of tax. And as 
they have succeeded in defeating a tax on 


their incomes so they have in large measure 
defeated the collection of a tax on their 
business and their property. It is a rule 
that the majority of stock in any dividend- 

ying corporation is in the hands of 2 
ew men; very often it is in the hands of 
one individual. The largest stockholders 
of such a corporation may receive annually, 
as dividends on their stock holdings, thous- 
ands of dollars in excess of the minimum 
838 by the income tax law which the 

Inited States Supreme Court nullified. Yet, 
having successfully resisted payment of atax 
on the dividends, they have, with equal 
success, resisted the payment of taxes on 
the property which pays the dividends. In 
most of the cities of Europe means have 
been found of reaching both. the property 
rand the income, particularly of traffic and 
transportation companies which enjoy val- 
uable grants and exclusive privileges from 
municipal governments. There is not a 
great center of population in England or 
on the continent which does not levy a 
special tax, either on the gross or net earn- 
ings of the public transfer corporations it 
has created, in addition to the tax on its 
tangible properties and real values, and as 
every European government collects a tax 
on incomes, it can be readily seen that our 
foreign brethren get back something in re- 
turn for the great privileges they confer. 
How valuable these privileges are may be 
judged from the fact that with all these 
accumulated public charges resting upon the 

roperty and stocks of such corporations the 
bid ing. for the privilege of operating a 
street railway line in any of these foreign 
cities is very active and the competition 
runs the figures up into the hundreds of 
thousands. Investors calculate upon the 
basis of a 2 or 3 per cent interest upon 
money. They never make less and fre- 
quefitly more even with the fixed charges 
upon the property and its revenues. 

In this country we gave away during the 
„period of development” a great many 
valuable corporation franchises without 
adequate returns. Within. the last ten 
years, however, the cities of the Pastern 
States have been realizing that street rail- 
way corporations are creatures of the pub- 
lic, that they are under obligations to the 
public which has created them, and that 
they can, and of right-ought to be made, 
to yield a part of their colossal revenues 
to the support of the Government which 
has given them existence and maintains 
and perpetuates that existence. 


There is not a great city in the country 

now which is not far in advance of St. 
Louis in the colléction of taxes from pub- 
lic corporations and in the laws and or- 
dinances through which such corporations 
are compelled to contribute to the public 
revenues. In St. Louis, evidently the in- 
fluences which have ‘led to gtving a few 
men the right to lay tracks on any streets 
they please, are the same influences which 
protect those men from paying ‘the: city 
anything in the shape of royalty on the 
immensely valuable patents granted them. 
Worse still, they have been allowed to es- 
cape assessment of their properties, either 
as to quantity or valuation. The total 
mileage of the lines they own and operate 
has been both understated and underas- 
sessed. The number of cars they’ rum has 
been returned in the assessments at a 
figure much less than the actual one, the 
car valuations have been ridiculously low 
and the car licenses, provided for by or- 
dinance, have gone unpaid. 

In the very able and interesting annual re- 
port of the Missouri Bureau of Labor statis- 
tics for 1896, Labor Commissioner Lee Meri- 
wether makes public the results of an ex- 
haustive investigation into the working of 
corporations under the law, and in defiance 
of it, in the successful effort to evade the 
payment of taxes. The volume in which 
the taxation of street railways and the taxa- 
tion of real estate are considered constitute 
Part 1 of the annual report, and certainly 
none of the succeeding volumes can be more 
absorbing in interest to any student of our 
political-social conditions, or more vitally 
important in the work of dealing with great 
problems in municipal government. Com- 
missioner Meriwether takes the correct basis 
of calculation as to the money value of the 
property he deals with. Multiplying the 
total amount of the net earnings of any cor- 
poration by 20 will, he assumes, give the real 
money value of the corporation, because 
capital is willing to invest in any enterprise 
assuring 5 per cent returns. This is a fair 
deduction of late years. A property paying 
20 per cent net will be declared by its own- 
ers to be worth only five times the amount 
of such earnings, but the men who make 
this declaration will reinvest large parts of 
the 20 per cent dividefids so secured in gilt- 
edge non-taxable securities at less than 5 
per cent; sometimes as low as 3 per cent, 
including a premium for the purchase of 
perfectly safe stocks at that rate. So that 
the Labor Commissioner is entirely within 
the truth in taking 5 per cent on invest- 
ments as the basis of calculation for ascer- 
taining corporate property values. 

Thus he assumes the Missouri Street Rail- 
way Co. to be worth $4,440,000, because its 
net earnings are $222,000 per annum. This is 
not an overvaluation. Yet the Assessor’s 
figures show the Missouri Railway Co. to 
be worth only $622,630, or less than one-sixth 
of real value. 

Mr. Meriwether then institutes a sweep- 
ing comparison between the methods of as- 
sessing corporate and private property in 
St. Louis. The report says: 

“Street railways are assessed only 11.17 
per cent of their true value, while private 

roperty in St. Louls is assessed as high as

November, 1894, the Union Depot line was 
known to own ‘and operate seventy-six 
miles of track; at that same date it paid 
taxes upon only thirty-four miles of track.“ 


A vivid comparison showing the flagrant 
discrimination made between the rich and 
powerful corporation and the poor delin- 
quent in rsonal taxes is afforded in that 
part of the report in which the action of 
the officers of the Union Depot Street Rall- 
way Co. is set out. Concerning this matter 
the Commissioner says: 

There were in actual operation in St. 
Louis in April, 1894, 245.01 miles of track, 
but this did not prevent the street railway 
managers from reporting to the Assessor 
under oath, sixty days later, June, 1894, that 
they had but 216.46 miles of track. The 
Street railway companies made absolutely 
no mention of the other 28.56 miles of track. 
One company, the Union Depot Line, report- 
ed thirty-four miles of track to the Asses- 
sor when as a matter of fact the company 
had in operation at that very time 54.32 
miles. This discrepancy of more than twenty 
miles was so great that the President of the 
road was asked for an explanation, but the 
Board of Equalization was curtly informed 
that the return of thirty-four miles had been 
made under oath, and no explanation would 
be made. This ended the effort to protect 
the people and secure taxes lawfully due, 
and the Union Depot road was permitted 
to pay taxes upon twenty miles less of road 
— dally operated in the city of St. 


Those twenty miles of track, upon which 
this powerful corporation was permitted to 
escape paying a single dollar of tax, were 
visible to all men except the public officials 
charged with the duty of protecting the 
people's rights in this particular. The lynx- 
eyed city official that can see through the 
walls of a seamstress’ tenement attic in or- 
der to assess the value of a sewing machine 
and sell that machine under the Sheriff’s 
nammer if the tax be not paid upon it, is 
too blind to see twenty miles of track upon 
the public streets. 


Perhaps stronger than any other part of 


this strong work is that in which the line 


of comparison is drawn between what St. 
Louis actually receives from these corpora- 
tions and what she would receive under sys- 
tems of percentage prevailing in. other cit- 
ies, or under the vigorously enforced tax 
laws ot Missouri. The contrast between 
what we get and what we are entitled to, 
and between what the corporations get and 
what they pay for, is presented in a positive 
and ,definite way. It is not speculation or 
theory, not a dream, but a statement of 
actual conditions, told in the citation of fig- 
ures and the quotation of statutes. 

The section begins with a statement of 
the real and assessed value of St. Louis 
street railway corporations, thus: 

Assessed value, $4,246,190. 

„Real value, $87,987,000. 

The most conservative estimate places the 
actual amount ‘invested in building and 
equipping the 216 miles of street railways in 
St. Louis at $8,415,360; the value reported to 
the Assessor ($4,246,190) upon which the com- 
panies pay taxes is only half of the real cost 
of the roads and only a ninth of their real 
value. I make a distinction between cost“ 
and value,“ for in the case of the street 
railway companies there is a vast difference 
between the two terms. Were they synony- 
mous it might be urged that no undue ad- 
vantage is . the street railways in as- 
sessing the only half their real value, 
since a great deal of private property is as- 
sessed at only ait its actual value. Bur 
in the case of street railways, value“ and 
“cost” are not synonymous. The cost of 
constructing and equipping the St. Louis 
railwa y system as it stands to-day is only 
$8,415, but the value of the system as 
stated by the railway officials themselves 
amounts to $37,987,000; the net earnings of the 
system for 1895 were $1,962,468, which is 5 
per cent of $37,987,000. If the $8,415,360 act- 
ually invested in building and equipping the 
system represented the system’s true value, 
then in 1895 the companies would show the 
very handsome return of 23 per cent upon 
the value of their system. As a matter of 
fact they did earn 25 per cent upon 
the cost of their plant; that they did not 
earn 23 per cent upon the face value of their 
investment is due to the simple fact that 
the roads are stocked and bonded at more 
than four times the actual investment, The 
value of the system’s franchises may be 
calculated by subtracting $8,415,360, the act- 
ual cost of construction, from $37,987,000, the 
amount upon which .the companies. are 
earning 5 per- cent profit. ö 

The comparison between St. Louis street 
railways’ assessed value, actual cost and 
stocked and bonded value in 1895 (i. e. value 
upon which the companies earn net profit 
8 5 per cent) may be illustrated 

us: 


$4,246,190 
Actual cost 
$8,415,360 
Actual value 
$37,987,000 

For the franchises which are thus found 
to be worth: $29,571,640 the city of St. Louis 
received in 189 the small sum of $47,500. If 
the city received a rental of even as much as 
3 per cent in return for these immensely 
valuable privileges, its revenue from this 
one source would be $887,149.20. 

“If the foregoigg facts an@ suggestions 
are followed to their legitimate conclusion, 
it means that the public should not. only 
tax actual visible. material property, such 
as tracks, power-houses and personalty, 
but should also tax the invisible, intangible, 
= very valuable property called a fran- 
chise. . 

“To this, franchise owners urge the ob- 
jection that ta tax their franchises would be 
as unjust. as to tax the good will, for in- 
stance, of a newspaper. The Post-Dispatch 
building and printing presses did not cost 


perhaps $150,000, yet the Post-Dispatch paper 
is easily worth $600,000, and pays dividends 
upon more than that figure. 

“It is worth this because of its ‘good will’ 
and the brains and management that cause 
it to find, a ready sale among scores of 
thousands pt people. Because ef this good 
will and this good management, would it be 
just to tax the Post-Dispatch at $600,000 in- 
stead of $150,000, or whatever may be the 
actual value of its building and plant? 

“This reasoning is plausible, but will it 
bear examination? What right does the 
owner of the Post-Dispatch enjoy which 
any other citizen does not enjoy? What is 
there to prevent any citizen from establish- 
ing a daily newspaper in the same city or 
same street, or even in the same block as 
the Post-Dispatch? 

“But when a city grants a franchise it, 
grants an exclusive privilege—a monopoly. 
None other but the Missouri Railway Co. 
can run cars on the length of Olive street; 
none other but the Suburban cars can run 
over the streets occupied by that company. 
When you traverse those streets you must 
ride on Suburban cars or walk; no alterna- 
tive is open to you—the very essence of the 
value of a franchise ig the feature of mon- 
opoly; it is monopoly which gives its great- 
est value, and, as has been truly said, that 
value ‘does not decrease with the decrease 
of its owners, as is the case with a large 
manufacturing busihess or professional pur- 
suit. An increase Of population increases its 
business, but does not bring new competi-

“In pronouncing the majority ‘opin- 
fon of the Federal Supreme Court 
in the case brought by the city 
of St. Louis to recover compensation 
for the use of its stregts by the Western 
Union Telegraph Co., Justice Brewer took 
occasion to say that the revenues of a city 
may be derived from rents“ as legitimately 
as from taxes (148 U. S. Rep. 97), and it 
is upon this thédry Missouri’s Legislature 
has proceeded in enacting what is called 
the “Julian’’ law to secure to the general 
public adequate compensation for the use of 
its streets, wherever the same are occupied 
for purposes of private gain. The principle 
of the Julian law, i. e., the principle of 
actual and free competition among all 
franchise seekers—has long since passed the 
stage of mere experiment. For ten years it 
has been successfully applied in the State 
of New York: and the legislation has been 
sustained by the -highest. courts of that | 
State, and also N ‘the courts of Pennsylva-f 
nia. If wisely inistered the Julian law 
would be of much benefit to the people inas- 
much as it will secure.a fair return for 
valuable franchises, and prevent the giving

WEIRD CEREMONIES AT THE AN- 
NUAL RELIGIOUS COUNCIL OF 
THE NEW YORK BED MEN. 


The annual religious council of the New 
York State Indians is a feast, the time for 
which is set by the moon, in consequence 
of which it is always held in pleasant 
weather. The tribes gathered on the Cat- 
taraugus reservation the week before last. 
Indians came from the Onondaga, the 
Seneca and the Canada reservations. The 
Canada Indians were present at the Grand 
Council this year for the first time since 
the Revolutionary war. 

The ceremony was purely religious. It 
consisted of a service of general thanks- 
giving and acknowledgment of shortcom- 
ings, a confession of things done and 
things left undone, In it the wampum plays 
an important part. The Indian believes that 
the public acknowledgment of a wrong 
committed is complete atonement. As this 
ceremony is conducted in their own lan- 
* white men may not join in the con- 

dences to the Great Spirit. 
he council-house, about three-quarters 
of a mile from Lawton’s Station, N. Y., on 
the Erie road, holds about 300 people. Last 
week it was filled to the limit.

SURPASS THOSE OF FIC- 
TION’S HEROES. 


| Not the lives of Jack Sheppard, of Dick 


Turpin, of Fra Diavolo or any other of the 
bandits of history or fiction are more replete 
with romance, picturesqueness and daring 
than that of Tiburzi, the noted Italian 
brigand, who after a thousand escapes, was 
killed recently in a fight with carbineers. 

Tiburzi has been a brigand for forty 
years. He was always a brigand chief at 
that. He commanded band after band of 
outlaws. The authorities were always kept 

breaking them up. Whole bands were 

ited or imprisoned, but always Tiburzi 
escaped, and always he ap ed shortly 
afterwards at the head of a new band of 
outlaws, more desperate than the last. 

The officials were in despair. A large 
price was put on his head, but the officers of 
the lgw were unable to capture him, and 
the countrymen in the mountain fastnesses 
where he secreted himself were afraid to 
betray him, while many loved him 
gave him shelter freely.

Other representatives of the Sen- 
ecas.were David Stevens (Tad-wan-a-hoch), 
Edward Cornplanter (Such-son-do-wah), An- 
drew John (Gah-o-wan-seh), and J. A. Gib- 
son (Ga-ne-a-kyon), the blind preacher from

On the first day of the council there were 
greetings and handshakings and a general 
exchange of good wishes, with official re- 
ports from the different reservations. There 
was something pathetic about the meeting 
of the mere handful of descendants of the 
original race that is country.

They 
have loyally maintained that religion, not 
deigning to explain its mysteries to the 
white man, and holding out bravely against 
missionaries who desire to convert them.

His 
specialty is bear hunting, and many a thrill-

I used to think,” said Mr. Houston, re- 
cently, while a circle of interested hearers 
stood about him, that there was nothing in 
the shape of a bear that could equal the 
grizzlies of Northern California and Ore- 
Nan; and I stuck to it that, for size and ug- 
liness, none of that tribe anywhere could 
beat them. Since I have been hunting up 
in British Columbia I have changed my 
mind. You wouldn't believe it, but the griz- 
alles in the canyons and mountain forests 
away up there are simply mammoth by the 
side of the members of the same family in 
the States. I have never killed or seen a

or 1,20 pounds and measured eight feet from 
nose to the tip of the tall.

Lou want to hear some of my experiences 
in bear hunting, do you? I have had my 
quota of them, and could fill a book with 
tales of the exciting times I have had in the 
mountains. The most memorable experi- 
ence I ever had in following a grizzly was 


in the summer of 1875, when I was new to 


bear hunting. I was out with a half-breed 
Sioux Indian im a sparsely timbered region 
north of Dakota in the Manitoba country. 
We were among a lot of heavy brush one 
morning, when we suddenly came upon the 
largest grizzly—indeed, the largest bear—I 
had ever seen. My Indian companion was 


of about 30 years of age, a perfect type of a 
muscular and sinewy hunter. He did not 
know what fear was, and was as coo] and 
unmoved in the presence of a maddened 
grizzly as one one would be at a dying coy- 
ote. At the same time he had the caution 
and hesitation of all good half-breed hunt- 
ers in attacking a grizzly, and at once 


hunter’s peril and rejoicing over the fate 
that awaited him, 

These incidents had all occurred with 
such rapidity that I had not had time to 
think, let alone act, but when I saw the In- 
dian lying at the mercy of the great brute 
that would crush him to death at the mext 
blow of his terrible paw, I knew that his life 
depended on my course. Mechanically I 
sprang forward, and placing the muszle of 
my rifle almost in the bear’s right ear as he 
stood glaring at and gloating over his vic- 
tim, pulled both triggers. No more effective 
shot was ever fired. The heavy bullets 
ploughed through the grizzly’s brain and 
forced the top of his great head off like the 
lid of a kettle. The huge brute, although 
he must have died almost instantly, actual- 
ly remained standing for at least a minute, 
as he had stood when I fired, one immense 
paw raised to give the fatal blow to his 
prostrate victim, and at last fell over the 
side of the Indtan, with the foreleg thrown 
across the hunter’s breast. The gigantic 
half-breed Indian was unconscious, and re- 
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stand a heavy fine. Consequently Master 
Charles Williams is now mourning the loss 
of his means of locomotion.

Wonderful Effect of Poetical Form 
Given to the Good Book. 


A marvelous effect of literary form has 
been produced by the recent serial edition 


of Biblical idyls and Apocryphal ems edit- 
ed by f. Moulton of Chicago University. 
One sees, as few other books have given 
him an opportunity to see, how much the 
beauty and charm of any literary work may 
be fost or marred by its typographical ar- 
rangement.

NEW BOOKS AND AUTHORS. 


“Mer. de Salamon’s Memoirs’’—a narra- 
tive of some of the most remarkable events 
in the French revolution, from the pen of 


an eye witness, one who was brought into 
close contact with the social life of the 
time—remained unpublished for nearly a 
century, but were fortunately discovered by 
Abbe Brid‘er, who edited the manuscripts 
in 1891. . 

The author of these memoirs was indebted 
to his position as a clerical counsellor in 
the Parliament of Paris for the favor with 
which he was regarded by Pius VI., who 
appointed him internuncio at Paris in 1790. 
The memoirs are divided into three parts, 
the first treating of the internuncio’s im- 
prisonment at the Abbaye with a number 
of Catholic priests, nearly all of whom per- 
ished in the terrible September massacres, 
The second portion deals with the Chambre 
des Vaoations, of which Abbe de Salamon 
was a member, and before which lawsuits 
were brought during the interim created by 
the suppression of Parliament. The Abbe’s 
connection with the body led to his being 
proscribed by the existing government un- 
der Robespierre, and the chapters he de- 
votes to his pursuit and escape give a vivid 
impression of the years 1793 and 1794 in the 
Relgn of Terror. The third part is devoted 

events occurring under the Directory— 
Mer. de Salamon’s correspondence with the 
Pope resulting in his arrest, trial and final 
aoguittal. The memoirs abound in anec- 
tes. * . 

Like Mr. Samuel Pepys, the internuncio 
was a frank and graphomaniacal person. 
He wrote for his own day—indeed, for the 
amusement of a lady of title. He did not 

se for posterity. A volume of this sort 
ends itself to abundant quotation. A pas- 
sage taken here and there, will show its 
style and quality. 

Here is an account of one of the many 
prison massacres: ““While they were ab- 
sent, an incident occurred that absorbed all 
my attention and filed me with horror. 
Two young men, or rather boys, had been 
arrested on Sunday and conducted to the 
Abbaye. They were recognized as belonging 
to the new guard of the King, and the 
intention was, doubtless, to have them mas- 
sacred. But they had found favor for the 
moment with their escort, and were placed 
in the violon, the little lock-up of the se® 
tion, opening on the place of slaughter. It 
was intended to keep them in deténtion 
until their character was investigated. 
They had said they resided in the Rue 
Saint Victor; it was a false address, and 
they gave it in the hope that they might be 
forgotten. The commissaries who had been 
directed to invest gate the matter returned 
furious, exclaiming that the wretches had 
deceived them; they had inquired ai every 
house in the street, and no one knew any- 
thing of .the two ardsmen. — added 
that they were Knights of the Ponjard 
and should be punished immediately. The 
„ = tones in which the whole crowd 
yelled: Death! Death!" would have daunted 
the bravest. 

“They were led forward on the spot. 
They were both remarkably tall and well 
formed, and etrikingly handsome. I was at 
considerable .pains afterward to find out 
something about them, but all I could 
learn was that they belonged, as I have 
stated, to the new guards of the king.

Mr. James Whitcomb Riley says that his 
new book, “A Child-World,” is the result 
of two or three years’ thought. Mr. Riley 
is an advocate of hard and careful work. 
His idea is to —— and repolish, finishing 
everything with the utmost care while giv- 
ing it the appearance of an easy creation. 
“I write only when I feel like it,“ says 
Mr. Riley. “ en I do not feel like it I 
could not possibly write anything. I do a 
great deal more thinking than actual writ- 
ing, and when at last I turn to writing, I 
do more with the rubber end of the pencil 
than-with the other. I rub out a great 
deal that I write. Probably I ought to rub 


a shop secret—a confession, that 
work is made to appear as an 
ebullition—and yet it is not an ebullition. 
The object is to make it appear that it 
was ‘dashed off,’ as some people say. I 
got an intimation long ago of how the 
great writers, the real masters, labored 
and with what care they elaborated and 
finished their work, and how some of them 
were satisfied with averaging one page a 
day or even a bozen lines a day. After 
a long product in a literary way they 
would go over it, ‘In its entirety, strike out 
passages here or insert others there—doing 
it over and over again. It is hard work— 
very hard work—and the capacity for that, 
says some old, level-headed sage, is genius. 
“It occurs to me that if all young writ- 
ers knew this fact the fangs of all dis- 
couragement were drawn. . 

“No—the introduotion of lyrics in ‘A 
Child-World’ is not a new scheme by any 
means,“ continued Mr. Riley. There is 
nothing new in the making of either fid- 
dies or poetry. The only way to make a 
long, continuous poem bearable is to vary 
it—to plaue its general savor by salting it 
with lyrics.” 7 

Mr. Riley says he will do no more writing 
for the present, but will rest for a while. 
After his trip to Colorado, on which he has 
now started, and which will last two or 
three weeks, he will just “loaf around.”
